Government Reveals Its Fear. 

In a few hours yesterday morning the 
government completely changed its policy of 
veiled tolerance of ararchy to a policy of 
repression that would do credit to St. Peters- 
burg. The changé, instead of allaying, 
stantly increased popular apprehension, as 
ft immediately wae taken to indicate the 
gravest official alarm. 

The change of policy was inaugurated early 
in the morning with wholesale arrests of the 
men considered most dangerous. The charges 
made were based on papers seized during the 
recent police. searches. Judge Andre sum-' 
moned the police commissioners of the cen- 
tral districta of Paris and directed each of 
them to proceed with a squad of police and 
make the arrests In various sections of the 
city. At the same time telegraphic orders 
“were to proceed with arrests at Nice, Havel, 
azd other points. 


Leaders Thrown Into Cells. 
Among the first to bé arrested Were M. Grif- 


fuethes, the principal labor leader; count de. 


Beauregard, who is the head of a supposed 
plot recently unearthed; and Henri Bibert, 
editor of L’ Autorite, a Bonapartist organ.

Wilkesbarre. Pa., April 980.—[Special.— 
Seveuteen. rioters, who attacked helf of 
Troop C of the state mounted police at Mount 
Carmel today, were shot down, four being 
fatally wounded, while four troopers were 
badty hurt. After the encounter the squad- 
ron was compelled to retire behind the 
stockades at the Sayre colliery and leave the 
town in possession of the rioters.

for traffic.” 


Extension of Lines Sought. 

Ald. Hunter introduced and had passed by 
unanimous consent ah ordinance allowing the 
Union Traction company to extend its lies 
in West .Chicago avenue from Fortieth to 
Porty-eighth avenue. Then Ald. Foreman 
suggested it would be more fitting to have it 
sent to the committtee on loeal transporta- 
tion.

litieal funds until. I had an authoritativeand 
definite ruling by a court. It made no differ- 

ence to me which way the court ruled, but it 
ecemed to me that there should be a ruling 
wo that a grand jury might not find indict- 
ments against persons unless their acts con- 


| stituted an offense.*’ 


Effect of Greenbaum Ruling. 

Mr. Jerome then recited the arrest of 
George W. Perkins and said as a 
Justi¢6e Greenbaum ruled “that if a trus- 
tee of a corporation, especially a life in- 
surance corporation, contributed its funds io 
a political party, that constituted larceny.’’ 

“That was the ruling of one judge,” said 
Mr. Jerome. “It is nota clear and simple 
proposition of law. A lawyer as eminent as 
ex-Judge Tracy, who does not represent any 
Insurance company or any person, connected 
with an ineurance company, says that it is 
perfectly #plain’ that it does not ‘Somatifate 
larceny. 

“ Among others I may mehtion Gov. Folk. 
of Missouri, and Gov. Deneen of Iilinois, from 
both of whom it has been possible to get 
an opinion, Gov. Folk having been circuit 
attorney for St. Louis, and Gov. Deneen 
having been prosecuting attorney for Cook. 
coun » HL; and there are a number of oth- 
ers. 

" The moment Judge Greenbaum’s decision 
was rendered an order was entered the next 
day and an appeal at once taken; which wiil 
be brought up for argument before five 
judges of the Appellate division on the first 
Friday of May. We will then have an au- 
thoritative decision on the apparent facts of 
this case, which will enable a grand jury, or 
a district attorney, to act, and act at once. 


Indict Big Men of Finance? 


“If Judge Greenbaum’s decision is upheld } 
it will at once become necessary to call such 
people as Cornelius N. Bliss and George Cor- 
telyou, who were connected with the political 
campaign within the statute of limitations, 
have them produce their books; see from what 
corporations they received contributions, an& 
promptly proceed forthwith to indict the omi- 
cers of these corporations. That would mean 
the indictment of a large portion of the finan- 
cial officers of every large financial institution 
in the city of New York.

This 
evening they had the assistance of Repre- 
sentatives Castle and Mundy. 

Business Really Transacted. 

Because of this unusually large attendance 
considerable business wag transacted. The 
bill appropriating $45,000 for the governor's 
emergency. fund was read a second time and 
advanced to third reading. It now is ready 
for passage. Mr. Mundy, as the only repre- 
sentative of the minority side of the house 
present, was allowed to make two motions 
as an act of courtesy from the majority side. 
One motion was to adjourn until tomorrow 
evening. The other has been forgotten. 

Whether or not the house republicans will 
hold their caucus tomorrow night seems to 
depend largely. on the méeagure of success 
which may have attended Gov. Deneen's ap- 
peal to various County leaders.

When the members of the board of eduéa- 
tion learned yesterday that Mayor Dunne 
had designated Frank Wenter for supervisor 
of the school census they were amused. Then 
they thought about it for. awhile and be- 
came indignant. In the first mood they 
laughed at the mayor. 

“He doesn’t know that such an omnes 
coesn't exist,” they chuckled. 

Then they laughed at Mr. Wenter. 

“He doesn’t Knéw that the job is worth 


about 80 cents a cay,” they whispered, stin- 


ning 

In the second. mood. hey’ upbraided Mayor 
Dunne for meddling in the affairs of the } 
sghool board and muttered something about 
offended dignity. They sald it was a piece 
of unpardonable impudence on hig part to 
attempt to dictate an appointment. to the 
board of education. Then Trustee George 
Duddleston, a Harrison appointee, relieved 
himself of a few ideas on the rights of a 
mayor. ~ 


‘Mayor Accused of Meddling. 
“Mayor Dunne,” declared Trustée Dud- 


dieston, “has no more right to appoint the 
supervisor of the school census than a 


‘monkey has ta grow two tails. The mayor 


hae no more right to fix the pay of a board 
appointee than to name the salary of Dr. 
Dowie. The mayor has no more right to 
perform the duties of the board of education 
than to nuke out my dinner menus. 

“I understand Mr. Wenter is to receive 
$12,000 as supervisor of the school census. 
If he gefe the job at all.it will be after Bec- 
retary Larson hag resigned and after the 
action of the board ordering him to take the 
census has been rescinded. And I pledge 
you my word right here Mr. Wenter will 
not get 1 cent more than $600 for the job 
so long as I am a member of the board. To 
begin with he won't get the job.”’ 


Offer of $12,000 Salary Reported. 

Just how much Mr. Wenter was to get for 
serving as superintendent of the census could 
not be learned, but board members said they 
had heard the compensation had been fixed 
by Mayor Dunneat $12,000, 

“We have appropriated only $10,000,” de- 
clared a board member—a Dunne.appointee-— 
“to defray the total expense of taking the 
census, including the pay of the enumerators. 
I do not see where Mr. Wenter expects to get 
off at that rate.”’ 

At the last meeting of the board of educa- 
tion $500 was appropriatea to compensate 
Secretary Lewis &. Larson for extra workin 
connection with the taking of the census. 
Heretofore Secretary Larson hds done this 
work gratis. He was willing to do the work 
for nothing again this year, but the board 
members felt thet was too much to ask, as 
the work is exceedingly heavy and frequently 
keeps the board’s secretary at his desk until 
the early hours of morning, 

“Mr. Larson has been selected to do the 
work and that’s all there is to it, mayor or 
no mayor,” declared a third board member, 

During the morning it Was announced that 
Mayor Dunne had named Frank Wenter, for- 
mer president of the drainage board, as su- 
perintendent of the school census and that 
Mr. Wenter had agreed to accept the place. 
It was stated also that Mayor Dunne had 
submitted the name of Mr. Wenter to Presi- 
dent Tilden. Up to a late hour President 
Tilden had not recelyed the mayor’s recom- 
mendation.
